Franco-American talks to begin 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Welcoming 
French Prime Minister Raymond Barre 
to the White House today, President 
Carter outlined a discussion agenda that 
will address current Franco-American 
relations, the arms race and global 
economics. 
Barre, the first French prime minister 
to visit the United States in 20 years and 
the first French official to visit the 
Carter White House, arrived at mid­ 
morning to a 19-gun salute and a 
welcome from full companies of the 
Army, Air Force, Navy, Marines and 
Coast Guard. 
The president acknowledged the two 
countries "do have problems of mutual 
nature," including: 
"The termination of the worldwide 
arms race, the prevention of the escala­ 
tion of nuclear explosive capabilities, the 
problems of unemployment and in­ 
flation." 


U.S. officials have said the president 
wants to coordinate and reduce U.S. and 
French arms sales, especially to the 
developing world, and cooperate to blunt 
the spread of nuclear technology that 
could lead to weapons production by 
countries not yet owning atomic arms. 
The officials said the United States is 
concerned about the French inflation 
rate, now about 9 per cent, and the un­ 
employment rate of more than 6 per 
cent. 


Barre, in his response, said, "Faced 
with challenges, our alliance is more 
necessary than ever... These conversa­ 
tions will give me a chance to express in 
the candid and straightforward manner 
that friendship requires what French 
policy is 


"I do not doubt that a basic con­ 
currence of our objectives will come out 
of these meetings " 
Senate, House give nod 
to $458 billion budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
and House today approved the 9458.3 
billion federal budget for fiscal 1978. 
The budget was approved 215-187 in the 
House despite Republican objections 
that it was just "throwing money at 
problems without solving them” and 
routinely passed by voice vote in the 
Senate. 
The budget, which begins Oct. 1„ had 
been worked out by House and Senate 
negotiators after each house passed 
differing versions 
It carries a 161.3 billion deficit, 99 
billion more than this year’s deficit. The 
spending ceiling compares to 9409.2 
billion this year. 
Republicans charged that the deficit is 
too high and that the budget will result in 
more inflation and higher taxes in future 
years. 
Referring to President Carter s 
promise to balance the budget by 1981, 
Rep Delbert Latta. R-Ohio. said: "We 


do want that balanced budget by 1981 but 
we don’t want it balanced by increasing 
the tax burden on the American people ’ 
Rep. John Rousselot, R-Calif., said the 
budget provides too much for job 
programs and other economic stimulus, 
which he said are not working. 
"We keep just throwing money at 
problems without solving them," Rous­ 
selot said 


Although there are many differences 
in estimating how much programs will 
cost, the budget is fairly close to 
Carter’s budget proposals to Congress. 
It does not provide, however, for a 
shift of general revenues to the Social 
Security trust funds which he asked for 
next year to help keep that system 
sound. 


The budget left for later congressional 
decision, which of several plans for 
bolstering Social Security will be 
adopted. 


Despite the French Embassy’s denial 
that the Barre visit is an act of “political 
manipulation," the visit is reported to be 
aimed partly at bolstering the current 
French 
government’s sagging pop­ 
ularity. 
With this in mind, Barre is said to hope 
for agreement on new landing rights for 
the Concorde 
In the course of the visit, administra­ 
tion officials may caution against 
“ E urocom m unism '' 
— 
European 
communist parties which may come to 
share government power in France and 
Italy. 
French Socialist leader Francois Mit- 
terand dropped plans for a Washington 
visit this fall when it appeared President 
Carter would not receive him 


To do so might have been construed in 
France as a White House endorsement of 
the French Socialists, presently allied to 
the French Communist Party. 


Similarly, French Communist leader 
George Marchais abandoned an effort to 
make a first-ever tour of the United 
States when his advance man Jules 
Borker had difficulty this spring in 
finding a suitable American sponsor. 


Key part of wage 
proposal changed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Th* House, 
by a 223-193 margin, today deleted a key 
«"indexing" provision, supported by 
organised labor and by the adminis­ 
tration. from a bill to raise the minimum 
wage. 
The bill itself would raise the present 
92.30 an hour minimum to 92.65 next 
year. 
The indexing provision would have 
provided automatic increases in sub­ 
sequent years geared to average produc­ 
tion wages in the country. The minimum 
would have been 52 per cent of produc­ 
tion wages n 1979, 53 per cent in 1980 and 
beyond. Sponsors estimated that would 
produce a minimum wage of 93.37 in 
1981

Fourth District Supervisor Robert L. 
Hedlund will propose the Santa Barbara 
County Housing Authority come under 
direct control of the Board of Super­ 
visors at the board's regular meeting 
Monday. 
In a letter to Stanley E. Horn, 
chairman of the Housing Authority 
Board of Commissioners, the first-year 
supervisor informs Horn he will request 
the Board of Supervisors become the 
C o m m issio n e r s of th e H ou sin g 
Authority. 
Hedlund’s proposal comes in the wake 
of a Federal Bureau of Investigation 
probe into possible "irregularities" in 
the financial operations of the housing 
agency. 
Executive Director Fred W 
Money was suspended Aug. 11 pending 
the outcome of the FBI investigation. 
Hedlund first suggested the proposal 
for some type of supervisor control over 
the housing agency at the board's 
meeting last Monday. 
At that time, 
Hedlund specifically asked the board to 
require the Housing Authority director 
to become "directly accountable to the 
Board of Supervisors. 
In the letter to Horn, dated Sept, 14, 
Hedlund said it is his belief that the 
current structure of an independent 
Housing Authority Board of Commis­ 
sioners forces the housing agency "to 
play bureaucratic games with the state 
and federal government for funding." 
"I would think," Hedlund said later in 
the letter, "that having the county 
directly involved in finding solutions to 
our housing needs could generate capital 
from other areas, such as Community 
Block Grant funds, CETA (Comprehen­ 
sive Employment Training Act), non- 
conventional funding methods 
A final 
alternative method that is not my 
preference, but available to the county, 
is revenue bonds.” 
Horn could not be reached for com­ 
ment this morning, but both County 
Housing 
Authority 
Legal Counsel 
Lawrence C. Grossman and Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher — a former Housing 
Authority commissioner — opposed 
Hedlund’s proposal. 
Grossman stated yesterday that the 
plan of Hedlund’s is opposed on the basis 
that the Housing Authority was set up 
primarily to keep low income housing 
"out of politics." 
"It was the intention of the law that 
the Housing Authority should be isolated 
from politics so that low income housing 
could not be used for political purposes," 
Grossman stated. 
All of the actions of the Housing 
Authority have been federally subsidized 
and the work of the Authority has not 
cost the County one cent, he added. 
‘The Housing Authority conducted 
successful referendums in Guadalupe 
and Lompoc to secure authority to build 
new housing for tow income persons,” 
Grossman stated. "We are currently ac-

tively pursuing HUD funds for the start 
of these projects." 
Grossman added that the Authority 
does not wish to go the route of revenue 
bonds and indebtedness without ex­ 
hausting all efforts to secure the federal 
monies. 
"Since its inception, the Housing 
Authority has served more than 10,000 
low income families." Grossman stated. 
"Presently the Authority administers 
1.600 units throughout the county and is 
targeted to serve 2,100.” 
As to the current investigation of 
“ irregularities" in the Authority books, 
Grossman said: 
"Any organization can have a financial 
irregularity, but would that cause one to 
fire the whole staff?" 
The attorney said that an hour after 
the irregularity was discovered, the 
Housing Authority board made contact 
with HUD for the full investigation. 
"I think the Santa Barbara County 


Housing Authority," said Fletcher this 
morning, "has been one of the best hous­ 
ing authorities not only in the state, but 
also in the nation and it has received 
recognition as such for many years. 


“The County Housing Authority has 
been very progressive and I think it has 
done an extremely good job, especially 
in the North County. 


"I think it (supervisor control) would 
be counterproductive because the super­ 
visors would be able to give even less 
time to it than the present commis­ 
sioners 
When I was on the board (10 
years from 1964 to 1974) it took half my 
time and I couldn’t give that much time 
as a supervisor. 
"I am very pleased with the Housing 
Authority and I can’t understand what he 
(Hedlund) feels it would accomplish 
because we’ve had outstanding commis­ 
sioners in the past and the Housing 
Authority has done an excellent job.” 
Broken bottles could 
result in park ban

Persons who like their beer in bottles 
and like to drink it in Ryon Park may 
have to switch to tins or swill elsewhere. 
That’s because some park drinkers 
take to smashing their empty bottles, 
and others merely leave them in places 
where cars smash them. 
So the city Parks and Recreation Com­ 
mission has suggested as one solution to 
Ryon’s broken glass problem: "Prohibit 
the consumption of beverages in glass 
containers in the park." 
"You hate like heck to do anything like 
th at," 
parks C om m issioner Gus 
Froehlich said at a meeting last night. 
This type of solution, he believes, "would 
penalize the majority of people who pic­ 
nic at the park," anyone who brings 
glass to the parking lot or lawn, though 
does not litter. 
With the glass prohibition, Commis­ 
sion Chairperson Mike Siminski said, 
police officers would inform anyone with 
beverages in bottles of the rule, ask them 
to dump the liquid and drop the glass in a 
can. 
"I'm not asking them to make a lot of 
arrests, citations and drum up a lot of 
fines," Siminski said, "but use the or­ 
dinance as a vehicle" to get persons to 
start bringing cans rather than bottles. 
"It’s almost a matter of harassing 
them until they start doing what we want 
them to do," Siminski said. 
Either prohibit the glass, the commis­ 
sion suggested, or "request the Police 
Department to enforce the litter laws 
now in effect." 
But because the police could not assign 
an officer to just patrol Ryon Park, and 
because "you have to see them do it, (lit­ 
ter), to make an arrest, this is almost 
impossible to enforce," parks Director 
Jack Anderson said. 
Lompoc Crime Prevention Officer Jim 
Hall, asked about the problem today, 
agreed. 
"We have to see it, actually see them 
do it," Hall said 
"Just because a guy 
has five bottles of Michelob in front of 
him at a table, and an empty bottle of 
Michelob is lying in the middle of the 
park, we can't prove he did it." 
Enforcement would be difficult, he ad­ 
ded, because "we can't have a police of­ 
ficer stationed at Ryon Park 24 hours a 
day." 
And the Police Department is already 
making a concentrated effort to enforce 
juvenile drinking laws. It has a special 


team of four or five officers now working 
overtime on weekends to walk the 
streets and stake out the park. 
The police intend to make more 
arrests of minors in possession of 
alcohol, of stores that sell liquor to 
minors and of persons who buy liquor for 
minors. 
The glass littering problem, Hall said, 
stem s from the juvenile drinking 
problem. 
And the city curfew law, he added, 
makes matters worse. 
While the Santa Barbara County 
curfew is 10 p.m., within Lompoc city 
limits it is midnight on weekdays, 1 p.m. 
on weekends. 
"An eight-year-old can be on the street 
at 11.30 at night and we couldn’t do 
anything about it," Hall said. 
Youngsters can congregate at Ryon 
Park, he said, even though for a year the 
city has been closing the parking lot 
there at 9 p.m. Only the parking lot, not 
the park, is off limits. 
In addition, even with the glass 
prohibition, those with beer bottles could 
simply move to the sidewalks, which are 
part of the city, not the park. You could 
not easily, he said, ban bottles in Lom­ 
poc. 
Before deciding on the glass prohibi­ 
tion, however, the parks commission 
wants to refer the problem and their 
suggested solutions to the city’s newly 
formed Vandalism Committee. 
"We’re asking their advice, just like 
everybody else in the city,” Siminski 
said. 
"The Vandalism Committee has been 
focusing on the destruction of property," 
he said, "but the personal injury that oc­ 
curs because of broken glass in the park 
is certainly also worthy of attention." 
Officer Hall pointed out that littering 
of glass is technically not vandalism, 
which is "willful, malicious injury — or 
destruction of real or personal proper­ 
ty." 
For example, he said, though a glass 
fragment may cause a tire blowout, "it 
would be difficult to prove the (litter- 
bug’s) intent to destroy another’s tire." 
N o n eth ele ss, 
E ugene S te v e n s, 
chairperson of the Vandalism Commit­ 
tee, said today he would gladly take up 
the Ryon Park glass problem at the pan­ 
el’s next meeting. 
"While broken glass may not directly 
or legally fall under the heading of van­ 
dalism," he said, "it’s one of the kinds of 
problems we re trying to combat." 


Lance defends self, 
blasts committee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fighting for 
his public life with a "clear conscience,” 
budget director Bert Lance carried his 
case to the people today at a jammed 
Senate hearing punctuated by partisan 
bickering and bursts of applause. 
President Carter’s embattled friend, 
who has refused demands he resign over 
allegations of improper personal banking 
activities, 
bitterly criticized some 
members of the Senate Governmental 
Affairs Committee for questioning "my 
character, my ability and my integrity.” 
"It has been a saddening and dis­ 
illusioning experience," he said, reading 
a 49-page statement under television 
lights while seven Democrats and five 
Republicans looked down from their 
bank of committee chairs. 
Com m ittee 
Chairman Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., promised Lance a fair 
hearing at the beginning of three days of 
questioning But Ribicoff also approved 
committee suggestions that the staff: 
—Make sure that facts and figures 
presented by Lance today are correct. 


—Investigate the com ptroller of 
currency’s office, which investigated 
Lance when he was nominated by 
Carter. 
“I am secure and comfortable knowing 
that my conscience is clear and that the 
people’s verdict will be a fair and just 
one,” said Lance, a bear of a man in a 
banker’s blue suit and brightly striped 
tie. 
Finally getting the day in court he has 
demanded, Lance denied any wrongdo­ 
ing involved in 9450,000 in family check­ 
ing account overdrafts and millions of 
dollars in personal loans while he headed 
the First National Bank of Calhoun, Ga., 
and the Georgia National Bank in 
Atlanta before moving to Washington 
nine months ago. 
"I did not ask for this fight, but now 
that I am in it, I am fighting not only for 
myself but also for our system,” Lance 
testified. 
Ribicoff, at one point, threatened to 
clear the room at the outburst of ap­ 
plause. 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ill., who earlier 
called for Lance’s resignation, today ex­ 
pressed "my regret to you (Lance)’’ for 
his public statements on allegations of 
tax evasion against Lance. 
But he nonetheless pressed for an in 
depth probe of Lance’s defense. 
"We may as well investigate everyone 
in Washington," said Sen. Sam Nunn, D- 
Ga., proposing the investigation of the 
currency comptroller. 
Nunn insisted on Ribicoff’s approval of 
his proposal when Percy declined to 
withdraw his request. 


"I think it is important that we get this 
information to proceed,” said Percy. 
Lance, expressing pride in his work a« 
budget director, added that he has been 
attacked by a series of "misrepresen­ 
tations" and "innuendos." 


But Lance was warned by Sen. William 
Roth, R-Del., that allegations made in 
two weeks of committee hearings had 
"placed the burden of proof” of in­ 
nocence squarely on Lance. 


Concerned planners ask board 
for county's role in LNG project

Expressing serious concern 
that the proposed liquefied 
natural gas terminal is slated to 
be constructed and operated at 
Pt. Conception area without 
county land use regulations, the 
County Planning Commission 
late Wednesday voted to call on 
the Board of Supervisors to 
“outline county participation in 
the project.” 
The county board will also be 
asked to “determine the role, if 
any, of the Planning Commis­ 
sion.” in possibly outlining con­ 
ditions which might be im­ 
posed 
State legislation seemingly 
pinpointing Pt. Conception’s 
isolated site would allow site 
selection by the Public Utilities 
Com m ission with no en­ 
v iro n m en ta l 
or 
oth er 
meaningful input from Santa 
Barbara County that could 
carry clout, county officials 


have been told. 
The commission gave un- 
amious approval to the sugges­ 
tion of Commissioner Charis 
Bratt, of Goleta Valley, whose 
motion directs Planning Direc­ 
tor Britt Johnson to take the 
planners' m essage to the 
county supervisors. 
Deputy County Counsel Susan 
Trescher told the planners they 
would be well advised to 
seriously consider conditions 
that might be advanced to 
authorities in the hopes they 
could be applied to the facility. 
Socio-im pact of such a 
project, employing hundreds of 
workers who would be required 
to live in the area, could be 
major, the commission was 
told, along with impacts of con­ 
demnation and laying out of 
roads and pipelines. 
The County Subdivision Com­ 
mittee which is meeting Thurs­ 
day (Sept. 15) in Santa Maria’s 


North County service building 
had been asked to consider 
recommending conditions to be 
applied to the project. 
But Johnson told the planners 
Wednesday that “by mutual 
agreem en t” 
County 
En­ 
vironmental Coordinator Albert 
F. Reynolds and the committee 
decided to postpone such a dis­ 
cussion until the committee’s 
Oct. 13 session in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Mrs. Bratt expressed con­ 
fidence the planning body could 
perform useful service in the 
LNG matter. 
“We did a good thing in handl­ 
ing the Atlantic-Richfield (AR- 
CO) facility in Goleta Valley,” 
she said. “We can do it again in 
this case.” 
Meanwhile, Southern Califor­ 
nia Gas Co. has sent word it is 
willing to take commission 
members on a tour of the Pt. 
Conception site soon. The com- 


pany is also planning to present 
slides depicting the “general 
proposal" of the project at a 
commission session early in Oc­ 
tober.

Requirements saving company 
money on Solvang development

The good news about the 
proposed 42-unit Thoroughbred 
Townhouse project in Solvang, 
the architect told the Planning 
Commission Wednesday, is that 
“everything the county is 
requiring us to do is saving us 
money.” 
Architect Jack Rogers noted 
that an alternate revised 
developm ent plan for the 
project favored by the commis­ 
sion in a unique straw vote 
“will save us about $100,000” in 
providing for separate utilities 
as called for by the county. 
Earlier, the County Flood 
Control Department set up a 
condition for the project of 
Fred L 
Fredericks, Inc., of 
Gardena, requiring an un­ 
derground drainage pipe in lieu 
of much more expensive land­ 
scaping of an arroyo area. 
Rogers related. 
But Rogers said there was 
bad news, also, in that the com­ 
mission — after four years of 
county consideration of the 
project — has brought on a new 
delay by looking askance at a 
revision of the original plan and 
turning to a new plan instead. 
The project started at a cost 
of about $750,000, and now I 
figure it might be up almost to 
$l-million, ' Rogers stated. 
The site, on sloping ground 
north of the town center of 
Solvang. is on the northwest 
corner of Alisal Rd. and 
Eucalyptus Dr. 


Rogers estimated that the 
developer has spent $40,000 or 
more in engineering work alone 
during the four-year period, 
with four plans now having been 
drawn up 


The Santa Ynez Valley Ad­ 
visory Committee's current 
projects subcommittee, headed 
bv Zita Nielsen, informed the 


planners that it was recom­ 
mending the project be denied 
“as presently constituted” due 
to difficult topography, too high 
density, too much blacktop and 
designation of driveways as 
streets without suitable set­ 
backs. 
Hazel M. S echler, 1672 
Eucalyptus, objected to the 
project as being “too large" 
and not having enough land­ 
scaping detail 
R o g ers 
said 
he 
w as 
“ irritated” to hear of the 
Nielsen letter, as he had at­ 
tended four meetings of the sub­ 


com m ittee and a general 
meeting Tuesday night of the 
full committee without being 
told of the recommendation for 
rejection of the project. 


On the basis of the revised 
plan which has gotten unofficial 
approval, the developer will 
now be required to go through 
environmental review again 
and go before the subdivision 
committee and planning body 
once more. 
A new four to six week delay 
is now envisioned, the commis­ 
sion said. 


Ten cabin sites granted 
on Los Altos complex

The County Planning Com­ 
mission delivered a jolt to 
aspirations of Lynn Alter to ex­ 
pand his cabin complex on his 
recreational ranch property 
northeast of Los Altos Wednes­ 
day. 


The commission, with nine of 
its 10 members on hand, voted 
5-4 to specify Alter is entitled 
only to 10 sites, as set out 
originally in a 1965 county con­ 
ditional use permit and not 20 
sites as Alter contends he was 
granted in a 1967 action of the 
commission. 


In addition, the commission 
set Oct 5 as the date for a 
public hearing in Santa Barbara 
tc determine if Alter has 
violated conditions of his 
current use permit. 


There were indications the 
commission majority feels 
Alter may have violated permit 
regulations by selling cabins or 
by granting leaseholds to cabin

Cook 
pointed to a County Health 
Department memorandum as 
referring to the 20 cabin sites 
requested. 
But Commissioner Stanley 
Radom, of Santa Xaez Valley, 
and the commission majority 
agreed with Deputy County 
Counsel Susan Trescher that 
the actual permit was am­ 
biguous as it did not refer to a 
number of cabin sites. 
Miss Trescher and Planning 
Director Britt Johnson expres­ 
sed the belief the Planning 
Commission had by its 1967 ac­ 
tion given Alter permission for 
20 cabin sites 


But Miss Trescher added it 
was not a legal opinion in view 
of lack of specific authority in 
the commission’s permit, and 
the commission could “make 
its own interpretation."

the November. 1978, ballot 
City Council earlier had 
agreed to put off a decision un­ 
til next Tuesday, Sept. 20 Its 
action reversed the stand of the 
City Water Commission which 
recommended against such a 
committal. 
Still reported wrestling with 
the problem are the city coun­ 
cils of Santa Maria and Lom­ 
poc. while letters in response to 
the county’s request for com­ 
mittal statements have yet to 
be received from Vandenberg 
Air Force Base and the city of 
Guadalupe as well 
Except for Carpintería and 
Summerland Water District, 
South Coast water districts 
have still to be heard from. 
Summerland water directors 
say they’re interested in getting 
an allotment Carpintería can 
use 1.500 acre feet a year. 
Lawrance informed the Santa 
Barbara city staff that the 
current cost of State Project 
water for the South Coast would 
be about $420 per acre foot with 
the project operating at 
capacity.

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
bill authorizing construction of 
the Peripheral Canal failed 
Wednesday night on an initial 
vote in a member-short Senate 
committee. 
The measure (SB346) was 
rejected on a 5-4 vote of the 13- 
member Finance Committee, 
two short of passage, but the 
panel decided to reconsider the 
vote Thursday morning when 
four absent members would be 
present. 
The author. Sen. Ruben 
Ayala, D-Chino, expressed con­ 
fidence the measure would be 
approved on the second vote 
and sent to the Senate floor for 
a vote on whether to accept As- 
sem bly am endm ents. The 
legislature is scheduled to 
adjourn this year’s session on 
Thursday. 
The com m ittee, deciding 
whether it should recommend 
Senate accep tance of the 
amendments, heard from the 
p roponents at a se ssio n 
Wednesday morning and re­ 
ceived opposition testimony 
Wednesday night 
During the morning session, 
Ayala told the committee the 
amendments “ don’t do any 
violence to the bill's intent.” 
But Sen. Dennis Carpenter, 
R-Newport Beach, and other 
opponents contended the com­ 
plex bill needs further examina­ 
tion and u r g e d that considera­ 
tion be postponed until January 
when the legislature resumes 
its 1977-78 session. 
“What the hell is the hurry?” 
Carpenter said “Can’t we give 
the governor credit for a 
wonderful thing and wait until 
January?” 
The controversial measure, 
the product of a fragile com­ 
promise among the Brown ad­ 
ministration. water district and 
environmental groups, would 
authorize the canal and a 
related network of waterworks 
designed to provide north state 
water to the San Joaquin Valley 
and Southern California.

AMMAN, Jordan (UPI) — 
Jordan has reported 28 new 
cholera cases, but says it is “on 
its way” to containing the 
epidemic that has struck more 
than 2.400 persons in at least 10 
cmmtriM in t**» Middle Bast 
and Europe. 
Both France and Mexico put 
precautionary 
measures into 
effect Wednesday, though no 
cases of the highly infectious 
disease have been reported in 
either country. 
Health officials in Jordan 
Wednesday reported 28 new 
cholera cases in the past 24 
hours — about half the 47 cases 
it reported in the previous 24 
hours — but added they were 
moving to control the epidemic. 
“Jordan is on its way to con­ 
trolling the cholera epidemic,” 
Health M inister Abdulrauf 
Rawabdeh told reporters 
Jordan has now reported a total 
of 289 cholera »cases. 
Syria has been hardest hit by 
the disease — 70 deaths and 
2,100 non-fatal cases since late 
last month — but isolated cases 
have been reported in Lebanon, 
Saudi Arabia, the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank of the 
Jordan and Kuwait. 
Five other cases were report­ 
ed in Italy, West Germany, 
Great Britain and Holland, all 
of them persons who recently 
visited and returned from Iraq 
and Turkey. Those two nations 
have not reported any cholera

The French Health Ministry 
ordered border stations to in­ 
crease checks on persons arriv­ 
ing from in fected a rea s, 
suggested travelers to the Mid­ 
dle East get cholera vaccines 
and mobilized a laboratory to 
test urine samples from suspect 
travelers.

(UPI) — An Air Force “flying 
command post” loaded with 
electro n ic equipm ent and 
carrying 20 persons exploded in 
flames on the side of the Man- 
zano Mountains Wednesday 
night, apparently killing all 
aboard. 
A witness said the four- 
en g in e EC 135. b a sed at 
Seymour Johnson Air Force 
Base in North Carolina, ex­ 
ploded “ like a small atomic 
bomb” after it hit the side of 
the mountain, southeast of 
Albuquerque, at about 8.500- 
feet elevation 
The plane had just taken off 
from Kirtland Air Force Base 
after refueling on a cross­ 
country flight to N ellis Air 
Force Base in Nevada. It was 
headed to a joint Air Force- 
Army exercise 
The Air Force said the plane, 
a m ilitary version of the Boeing 
707 passenger jet. was attached 
to the 8th Tactical Deployment 
Control Squadron at Seymour 
Johnson, an arm of the Tactical 
Air Command. 
Of the 20 military personnel 
on the plane. 13 were from the 
North Carolina base and the 
others were from elsewhere. 
Names were withheld pending 
notification of next of kin. 
Rescuers, using light from 
flares dropped from the air, 
searched on the ground and in 
helicopters for survivors. 


“ No survivors have been 
found,” Capt Ben Orrell. base 
information officer, said at 
midmoming. He said rescuers 
found several bodies in the 
wreckage, which was scattered 
by the explosion across the 
pinon pine-covered mountain. 
“It looked like a small atomic 
bomb—with a mushroom that 
lighted up the sky. If anybody 
got out it would be a chance in a 
million." said Cliff Arbogast, a 
retired commercial pilot, who 
watched the jet crash into the 
mountain while he was standing 
in his backyard 
“This is the biggest crash 
I've ever seen I’ve seen others. 
I've seen bombs dropped, and 
this would be one heck of a 
bomb To me it looked like fuel 
igniting ” 
The wreckage was sealed off 
because it is on a restricted 
part of Kirtland. the former 
home of the Air Force Special 
Weapons Center. There have 
been reports in the past of 
nuclear weapons stored on the 
Manzano Mountains portion of 
the base. 


Orrell said he could not con­ 
firm or deny that nuclear 
weapons were buried in the 
area where the plane went 
down. 
He said base officials did not 
know why the plane, similar to 
the Boeing 707 passenger jet. 
crashed.

The 30-year-old Rudd surren­ 
dered to Morgenthau shortly 
after 9 25 a.m., accompanied 
by his attorney Gerald Lef- 
court. 
Rudd, his hair neatly trim­ 
med above the ears and wear­ 
ing an open collar blue shirt un­ 
der a brown jacket, refused to 
talk with the d ozen s of 
reporters who crowded around 
him and Lefcourt as they 
entered the district attorney’s 
office. 
“ I hope I don’t get my 
pockets picked,” he said at one 
point. 
He was arraigned later in 
Manhattan Criminal Court on 
misdemeanor charges of bail 
jumping, obstructing govern­ 
m e n ta l a d m in is t r a t io n , 
criminal trespass, unlawful as­ 
sembly and criminal solicita­ 
tion.

In nearby Riverside County, 
water to agricultural and 
recreation customers was cut 
off by two water agencies that 
draw from the aqueduct.

Gregorio has said he intends to 
send the measure to a con­ 
ference committee to work out 
a compromise 
Assemblyman Art Torres. D- 
Los Angeles. Assembly spon­ 
sor, said the measure was an 
attempt to answer many of the 
criticisms of the department 
The criticism has included 
charges the department is un- 
wieldly and unaccountable 
because of its massive size and 
dispersed authority. 
The bill would abolish the 
departments of Health and 


Benefit Payments and create 
five new departments of Health 
Services. Mental Health, Deve­ 
lopmental Disabilities. Social 
Services and Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse 
It also would require the 
governor to submit to the 
legislature a reorganization 


plan to move out of the Health 
and Welfare Agency the De­ 
partment of Corrections and 
Youth Authority by July 1,1979. 


In addition, the bill wouldd 
create an Office of Statewide 
Health Planning and Develop­ 
ment in the agency.

Africa (UPI) — Police today 
arrested more than 1,000 stu­ 
dents of the black university of 
Fort Hare as they held a 
memorial service for black stu­ 
dent leader Steve Biko, who 
died in detention after an eight- 
day hunger strike, a university 
spokesman said 
The death of Biko, who was 
called “ the father of the black 
consciousness movement in 
South Africa,” has brought 
widespread reaction. Several 
memorial services have al­ 
ready been held in various parts 
of the country. 
The university of Fort Hare, 
about 80 miles east of the Cape 
Province port of East London, 
is near King Williamstown 
where Biko had been confined 


by a government banning order 
since 1973 
The students were singing the 
national anthem of the Xhosa 
tribe — “God Bless Africa” — 
to which many of the students 
belong, when about six police 
vehicles drove up to the campus 
sport fields where meeting was 
held 
Riot police, some with police 
dogs, took up positions around 
the field while the students con­ 
tinued with the service. 
The spokesman said after 
several minutes a policeman 
asked the women students to 
leave the crowd and when they 
refused, told the male students 
to board four large police vans. 
The university spokesman 
said their arrest was in terms 
of the Riotous Assemblies Act.

2 cups old fashioned rolled oats, uncooked 
Vi cup sesame seed 
4 cup chopped peanuts 
V4 cup wheat germ 
2 tbsp. vegetable oil 
2/3 cup honey 
1/3 cup smooth peanut butter 
Combine oats, sesame seed, peanuts and wheat 
germ in large mixing bowl. Beat together oil, honey 
and peanut butter. Add to oats mixture, blending well. 
Spread over bottom of greased jelly roll pan. Bake 
in preheated 300 degree oven 20 to 25 minutes or until 
lightly browned 
Loosen but cool in pan 
Break into 
bite-sized pieces 
Store in sealed cereal storer in 
refrigerator. Shake before pouring. Serve with milk. 
Makes about 5 cups cereal.

Santa Ynez Valley Airport 
received approval Tuesday for 
operation of charter flights, a 
first for the facility according 
to airport operator Dave Smith. 
The Air Taxi and Commercial 
Operators Certificate was is­ 
sued to Smith by the Federal 
Aviation Administration after a 
day of on-site inspection of 
facilities, the airplane and 
Smith's abilities as a pilot. 
“ It was quite an afternoon," 
he said, referring to the instru­ 
ment flights and landings he 
had to make. “ On one flight. I 
had to make a landing with only 
one engine and at the same 
time, not look out of the plane." 
The certificate enables Smith 
to charter flights within the 
continental United States 
although he doesn't expect to go 
much beyond California at this 
point.

Nutritional funding 
tabled by board 


A recommendation by the 
planning and allocations com­ 
mittee to the board of directors 
of the Tri-Counties Commission 
for Senior Citizens, Area 
Agency on Aging (AAAI, that 
$20.697 be allocated to the Santa 
Ynez Valley Senior Foundation 
for the providing of nutritional 
services, was tabled yesterday 
at a session of the board in 
Solvang 
With no action taken at the 
meeting which was marked at 
times by heated discussions 
am ong 
m em bers of the 
audience, the recommendation 
of funding for the foundation 
will now be subject to further 
review. John F Robinson, AAA 
community consultant of Santa 
Barbara, said. 
The board decision was 
reached when the proposed 
funding brought a debate 
between members of the Com 
munity Action Commission and 
the Foundation over possible 
duplication of services in 
providing nutritional assistance 
to Valley senior citizens. The 
CAC and its Senior Center in 
Solvang has already been in­ 
volved in such a program for 
about five years, it was said 
A Foundation spokesman 
cited a petition of 80 persons in 
the Buellton area to become 
part of the new program which 
would provide meals at Sam­ 
bo’s Restaurant in Buellton five 
days a week from 2 to 4 p.m. 
According to the Foundation, 
these people are not currently 
serviced by the existing CAC 
program. 
Supporters of the CAC cited 
the possible expansion of their 
program as the most efficient 
method of servicing these ad­ 
ditional people, of whom the 
CAC was admittedly unaware. 


At present, the CAC is using 
dining facilities and personnel 
of the Santa Ynez Valley High 
School to provide 23 meals a 
day. five days a week. 
The CAC has applied for 
$171.191 funding for the area to 
cover present expenses of the 
existing program in the county. 
Board m em bers at the 
m eeting in the V eterans 
Memorial Building and which 
was attended by about 50 peo­ 
ple. mostly seniors, a ted the 
minimal need for additional 
supervisory personnel in the 
funding of the Foundation’s 
program and it was felt the 
duplication of services and pos* 
sible splintering of senior 
citizen allegiances would not 
cause a significant problem 
However, after the discus­ 
sions. it was noted some perti­ 
nent points had been raised 
about the duplication of ser­ 
vices and further study was a 
recommended course of action. 
Some board members attending 
the session had not been in­ 
formed adequately, they said, 
about the overall situation. 
It was noted that any ap­ 
proval of funding by the direc­ 
tors would leave the ultimate 
approval to the State. 
In other business during the 
meeting, the CAC was given a 
60-day extension period to sub­ 
mit its audit for consideration 
prior to approval for a renewal 
of its overall program with the

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Indians start water 
rights court fight 


SUNNYSIDE. Wash. (UPI) 
— Yakima tribal police have 
begun serving some 5.000 court 
summonses in the battle for 
water the Indians say is theirs 
because of an 118-year-old 
treaty. 
The Yakim as contend the 
Treaty of 1859 reserves for In­ 
dians all water in the Yakima 
River Basin and they want the 
water for reservation farming 
and preservation of fishery. 
The tribe last April filed a 
class action suit in U.S District 
Court contending water is being 
taken from the 13 million acre 
Yakima Reservation by non- 
Indians and without tribal per­

Because of the number of 
defendants in the action.

X-ray radiation risks to women feared 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Citing radiation risks, a govern­ 
ment-sponsored committee to­ 
day called for further restric­ 
tions on the use of X-rays to 
detect breast cancer in younger 
women enrolled in a national 
cancer detection project 
It said the value of breast X- 
rays has been demonstrated for 
older women, but there is as yet 
no evidence m am m ogram s 
reduce the breast cancer death 
rate in younger women who 
have no cancer symptoms. 
The panel of experts said 
women under 50 will live longer 
and thus will be exposed to the 
cumulative effects of radiation 
longer It is believed that breast 


X-rays increase very slightly 
the risk of developing breast 
cancer 10 or 15 years later. 
For women over 50, the situa­ 
tion is different These women 
face a significantly higher risk 
of developing a malignancy and 
the committee said the benefits 
of early detection offered by 
routine m am m ogram s out­ 
weigh the hazards. 
"A s a woman approaches 50. 
or certainly in the 50s. I think 
there is reason for a mammo­ 
gram annually,” said Dr. 
Oliver Beahrs. professor of sur­ 
gery at the M ayo C linic, 
Rochester. Minn . chairman of 
the committee

No sign of bubonic plague 
found at Bakersfield camp 


BAKERSFIELD (UPI) - A 
search of a Tehachapi Moun­ 
tains campground turned up no 
sign of the bubonic plague con­ 
tracted by a B ak ersfield 
woman, according to Kern 
County Health officials 
However. Dr Leon Habert- 
son. county public health of­ 
ficer. confirmed Wednesday 
that a 48-yer-old woman was be­ 
ing treated at a local hospital 
for the disease 
She was the third confirmed

“ E arly diagnosis by her 
private physician enabled early 


treatement and the patient is 
recovering." Habertson said. 
Habertson said his investiga­ 
tion indicated the woman, 
whose identity was not relea­ 
sed. contracted the disease at 
the private campground south 
of Bakersfield where she was 
on a family outing during the 
holiday weekend 
Authorities said the woman 
reported she had suffered 
several insect bites on the out­ 
ing but couldn't confirm if they 
were from fleas 
Fleas, usually living on wild 
rodents, are the usual carriers 
of the bubonic plague

sponsored at 27 medical centers 
by the National Cancer Insti­ 
tute and the American Cancer 
Society. 
The new recommendations 
differ from current project 
rules in that the committee 
would restrict mammograms 
to women 35 to 39 only to those 
who have had breast cancer 
For those aged 40 to 49. the 
committee agreed with current 
restrictions permitting the X- 
rays for those who have had 
breast cancer or those whose 
mother or sisters have a breast 
cancer history 
In a report presented at a 
National Institutes of Health 
meeting evaluating the pros 
and cons of breast X-rays, the 
committee also recommended 
the discontinuation of a heat 
sensing technique called ther­ 
mography to detect breast 
cancer. It said this technique 
has not been effective. 
Besides using mammography 
and thermography, the detec­ 
tion centers also use physical 
exams to search for tumors in 
the breasts of women who have 
no apparent symptoms Each 
woman is to be examined an­ 
nually for five years.

After an extensive review of 
the results of the project for up 
to four years at some centers, 
the committee recommended 
the project be continued. 
As of June 30. 1976. the 27 
centers had detected 1.810 
cancers Over a third of the 
tumors were considered mini­ 
mal and at least 70 per cent had 
no evidence of spread to other 
parts of the body. The cancer 
detection total is now over 
2 .200. 
Forty-five per cent of the 
cancers were detected only by 
the X-rays and an additional 47 
per cent showed up in both the 
mammograms and physical ex­ 
ams.

“ Go back, go back, go back 
where you belong,” the crowd 
of angry whites chanted at 
Mellaine and 83 other black 
children arriving at Stevenson 
Elementary School Tuesday un­ 
der a voluntary busing plan. 
“ Up with sickle cell anemia,” 
some bleated 
At about 10 a.m. Tuesday, 
school officials said. Mellaine 
was taken to the principal’s of­ 
fice. She complained of chest 
pains and was shaking and cry­ 
ing. 
She died about 10 hours later 
at Wyler Children’s Hospital, 
apparently of sickle cell crisis. 
Her parents. Joe and Helen 
Turner, told officials of Opera­ 
tion PUSH that the dying child 
kept repeating "G o back! Go 
back! Go back where you 
belong!” 
Doctors said the sickle cell 
attack could have been induced 
by the jeers of protestors. 
"If the child was stressed 
enough, it is a possibility that 
such an event could trigger an 
attack,” said Dr. Earl Fre­ 
drick, a spokesman for the 
Midwest Association for Sickle 
Cell Anemia. “That it is likely. 
I wouldn’t want to say.” 
A cardiologist who asked not 
to be identified also said the 
protest could have “ created the 
atmosphere for the attack. The 
disease obviously did the rest.” 
He said the disease would have 
reduced her physical ability to 
deal with stress. 
Mellaine’s parents said she 
appeared perfectly healthy 
when she left for school Tues­ 
day with her twin brother. 
Marvin. 
“ Mellaine. Marvin and I ran 
all the way ... to get the bus 
because it was raining." Mrs. 


Turner said. “ She showed no 
signs of being sick.” 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson, head 
of Operation PUSH, called a 
news conference today to dis­ 
cuss the case Frank Watkins, a 
spokesman for PUSH, said the 
child’s last words may indicate 
that the protest was a factor in 
her death.

Mexico sets up 
hot line to 
aid tourists 


LOS A N G ELES (UPI) - 
Mexican officials have set up a 
24-hour telephone hot line just 
for use by tourists 1n trouble — 
whether they need help getting 
into hotels or getting out of jail. 
The hot line is one of several 
steps announced Wednesday by 
Guillermo Rossell de la Lama, 
Mexico's minister of tourism, 
during a visit Wednesday. 
Rossell said the Mexican 
government is also setting up 
special legal aid offices in the 
capital city of each state to a s­ 
sist tourists with any kind of 
legal difficulties 
Other innovations designed to 
increase tourism include a new 
provision allowing American 
tourists to take citizen band 
radios across the border and 
u se t h e m in M e x i c o , a 
sim plification of form s for 
tourist visas and elimination of 
several customs checks. 
In addition. Rossell said, the 
government is running adver­ 
tisements on radio and televi­ 
sion and has placed notices in 
newspapers encouraging Mexi­ 
can citizens to “ be more friend­ 
ly and more hospitable” to 
tourists. 
He said most of the programs 
will be financed by a multimil- 
l ion-dollar loan from the World 
Bank. 


The department said this is 
the first time the lead problem 
has been noted in California.

A department spokeswoman 
said the test disclosed 23 per 
cent of the children had abnor­ 
mally high lead levels on an in­ 
itial test and 14 per cent during 
a follow-up. Further tests were 
being conducted, however. 
“ We want to see if the results 
compiled in Los Angeles were a 
statistical phenomenon,” she 
said. 
Children can absorb lead 
when they chew paint chips 
from lead-based paint. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
young motorist cut in front of a 
pickup truck on Interstate 80 at 
Sacramento. A passenger in the 
second vehicle shot him dead. 
In Los Angeles, a driver 
barreled along at 100 miles an 
hour over 11 m iles of city 
streets. He tried repeatedly to 
sideswipe a Highway Patrol 
cruiser or braked sharply to 
cause a collision with the pursu­ 
ing officer. 
A young man in San Jose was 
critically wounded after his 
passenger complained at a 
reckless driver, who pulled a 
gun and shot three times. 
Nerve-shattering snipings of 


civilians and police officers 
along freeways are alm ost 
commonplace. 
Where once a relatively 
minor traffic mishap or ex­ 
change of angry words between 
motorists might have provoked 
a fistfight, now it may invite 
gunplay or vehicle rammings or 
tire iron beatings. 
In short, increasingly heavy 
violence as a method of resolv­ 
ing disputes among motorists is 
taking place on the streets and 
highways of California. 
The Highway Patrol keeps no 
statistics on confrontations be­ 
tween motorists, but CHP com­ 
manders throughout the state 


indicated to headquarters in an 
informal survey that conflicts 
are increasingly more violent, 
especially in the use of guns. 
Deputy Commissioner A S. 
Cooper, a 29-year veteran of the 
CHP. cites what he calls the 
“ tremendous proliferation in 
the ownership of firearm s as a 
key element of the highway 
violence syndrome 
Recently, a patrolman was 
found shot to death in Shasta 
County. The killer allegedly 
was a suspect he took into 
custody for drunken driving. 
A patrolman stopped a car 
near Vallejo and was shot three 
times by a passenger in the 


back seat. 
“ It makes it tough for the of­ 
ficer,” Cooper says “ He never 
knows who has the gun 


“ Sniper at t acks on the 
freeway are an indication of the 
increased violence,” Cooper 
noted 
“ Once a week, we’ll 
have one of those some place in 
California.” 


No one knows for certain the 
causes of highway violence, but 
theories abound. 


Cooper says it may be no 
more complex than the old 
characteristic of human behav­ 
ior that some people “ take out 


their frustrations on somebody 
else when they feel they have 
been aggrieved.” 


Or a driver who packs a gun 
in his vehicle and uses it to end 
a highway dispute may feel “ he 
is threatened or feel society is 
not able to take care of his 
needs.” Cooper observed. 


“ He feels he has the right, 
and to hell with the rest of 
society,” Cooper theorized. 


“ My own general feeling is 
that people have less faith than 
they once had in government 
and the ability of police to 
protect them,

Changes may bring

Youth and inexperience w ill 
tradem ark this year’s Cabrillo foot­ 
ball team .

United Press International 
Reggie Jackson’s star quality, which 
has only flickered occasionally this 
season, always seems to shine brightly in 
the heat of a pennant race 
The controversial outfielder, who has 
gone through a season of torment after 
signing a multi-million dollar contract 
with the New York Yankees last winter, 
still is one of baseball’s most gifted 
players in the clutch when the big money 
is on the line. 
Jackson was a team leader for the 
Oakland A s during their three-year 
reign as world champions from 1972-74 
and he was always at his best in the 
games that meant something to the pen­ 
nant race, or in the World Series. 
The times and surroundings have 
changed, but Jackson hasn’t. He’s still at 
his best in the "big” games. He proved 
that again Wednesday night by making 
two circus catches in rightfield then hit­ 
ting a game-winning, two-run homer in 
me ninth inning to give the Yankees a 2-0 
victory over the Boston Red Sox, 
Jackson's 
performance against 
Boston Wednesday night was his finest 
all-around effort of the season, and it 
couldn’t have come at a more opportune 
time for the Yankees. 
The triumph, the Yankees’ sixth in 
seven games over Boston at Yankee 
Stadium this year, dropped the hard­ 
hitting Red Sox into third place in the AL 
East as Baltimore swept a doubleheader 
from Toronto and moved into second 
place The Yankees lead the Orioles by 
two and one-half games and the Red Sox 
by three. 
"I prayed when I was on deck that I 
would hit one out,” said Jackson, whose 
gamewinning blow came on a 3-2 pitch by 
R eggie C leveland after Thurman 
Munson had led off the inning with a 


single. "I feel very relieved and happy. 
This is my most satisfying game.” 
Almost as gratifying as the homer to 
Jackson were his two fine catches in the 
outfield They were especially rewarding 
because his defensive play had been 
much maligned this season. Earlier in 
the year there was an incident in Boston 
when Yankee Manager Billy Martin 
yanked Jackson from a game during the 
middle of an inning because he failed to 
hustle after a ball.

The tlpoff: 
Does it pay to win the Super Bowl? Not tangibly, to hear A1 Davis 
tell it. The NFL compensated the Oakland Raiders $215,000 as ex­ 
pense money for participating in SB XI. It actually cost the club a 
grand total of $400,000 including 90 diamind rings (on which the 
manufacturer took a 100-grand bath by underpricing them). But 
Davis did figure out a way to recoup. He raised ticket prices by 
$1.50. instead of a buck like most other clubs. That’ll put a quick 
quarter of a million dollars extra in the Raider treasury and make 
up most of that Super Bowl deficit. 
Q. Who are the highest paid and lowest paid football players, and 
how much do they make? — Quentin Daniels, Redlands, Calif. 
A. The highest paid, by far, is The Juice — Orenthal James 
Simpson of the Buffalo Bills, who was persuaded to hold off retire­ 
ment last year when he got a three-year pact for $2.5 million. The 
minimum salary in the NFL now is $20,000. And while there are not 
a lot of players at that plateau, you can be sure some free agents 
lcigr.ed for the minimum just to get a shot at making a pro roster 


Q. Could you give me some information on Johnny Rodgers, the 
former Nebraska whiz? How old is he and why did he go to play in 
Canada? And, finally, what is your opinion of Rodgers? — Jack 
Smith. Capitola, Calif. 
A. Rodgers, who played in Canada for four seasons after leaving 
Nebraska, is 26 years old. He signed with Montreal simply because 
the Alouettes then were willing to give him more money than the 
Chargers, who drafted him No. 1 in ’73. He was known as Johnny R. 
Superstar north of the border, and I think he has the talent as a 
wide receiver and as a kick returner to do some spectacular things 
in the NFL.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - On 
the basis of their dismal record 
of just one win in six games 
during the exhibition season, it 
may look as if the Los Angeles 
Rams are finished before they 
start. 
After all. that kind of winning 
percentage isn’t even going to 
get a team a title in even the 
weak NFC West against the 
likes of San Francisco, Atlanta 
and New Orleans, who had a 
combined 16-26 record last 
season. 
But appearances sometimes 
can be deceiving. 
The Rams have won four 
straight division titles under 
Coach Chuck Knox and they’re 
favored to make that five in a 
row. 
Although there are numerous 
questions stemming from the 
Rams’ 1-5 pre-season, it’s still 
hard to bet against a club that’s 
made it to the NFC cham­ 
pionship game for the past 
three seasons. 
“I think we’re going to be all 
right,” said L a w r e n c e Mc- 
Cutcheon, who broke his own 
club rushing record with 1,168 
yards in 1976. “ People, espe­ 
cially football fans, are kind of 
funny. They remember all the 
bad things and not the good 
things 
“This football team has done 
too many good things in the past 
to forget Once we start playing 
when it counts, we’ll start put­ 
ting it together ” 
A year ago. the Rams went 


10-3-1 despite a quarterback 
controversy that reportedly 
threatened to tear the team 
apart along racial lines. Ram 
owner Carroll Rosenbloom re­ 
sponded by trading Jam es 
Harris, who is black, and keep­ 
ing Pat Haden, who is white. 
But he bro u g h t in Joe 
Namath, who had been waived 
by the New York Jets, thus 
creating another debate that 
figures to last the entire season 
over who should be the Ram 
quarterback—Namath, the 12- 
year veteran, or Haden, the 
popular Rhodes Scholar via 
Southern California who is in 
his second season in the NFL. 
After studying films of the 
Rams’ exhibition finale, a 21-0 
loss to Super Bowl champion 
Oakland 
Knox made up his 
mind to go with Namath in the 
opener. 
Knox decided on Namath 
despite his lackluster pre­ 
season showing during which he 
could only produce 20 points in 
six games. He played three 
quarters against Oakland and 
was booed loudly when he took 
the field in the second half. 
That was in sharp contrast to 
the standing ovation he got 
when he stepped onto the 
Coliseum turf for the first time 
in a Ram uniform in the first 
exhibition game six weeks 
before 
Haden. who only was used in 
the fourth period against 
Oakland, accounted for 55 ex­ 
hibition points. 
“You’re always concerned 
when you lose,” said Knox, 


"and I have to be concerned 
because we were 1-5. I don’t 
think we were as bad as we 
looked at times but we weren’t 
;under wraps. We were trying to 
win. 
! “ But I can’t rant and rave 
about it. I’ve found out you 
can’t be too satisfied when you 
win and you can’t be too dis­ 
satisfied when you lose. All I 
can do is roll up my sleeves, try 
to work harder and do a better 
coaching job.” 
“ We’re not a 1-5 football 
team, that's for sure,” added 
Namath. “That’s where we’re 
at right now but we have too 
much talent for that. I’ll tell 
you one thing, though. Atlanta 
is going to have its hands full 
with a very angry football 
team.” 
“We just haven’t been gene­ 
rating any offense,” Haden 
said, “but I can’t tell you why 
because I don’t know the 
reasons. We were 1-5 but it 
doesn’t count now. We’re really 
still just 0-0. I see a lot of 
reasons to be hopeful. I’ve been 
with this team a year now and I 
know what these guys are 
capable of. Right now all we 
need do is pull together and get 
a little confidence in oursel­ 
ves.” 
In their four seasons under 
Knox, the Rams have a 44-11-1 
record 
They’ve built that 
record mainly on the strength 


of their defense. They limited 
opponents to a meager 112 
yards a game rushing last 
season. 
Although tackle Merlin Olsen 
has retired after 15 memorable 
seasons, the Rams should be 
able to win on the strength of 
their defense again. That 
defense is led by end Jack 
Youngblood, linebacker Isiah 
Robertson and cornerback 
Monte Jackson, all of whom 
were All-NFC selections last 
season. 
As the season opener neared, 
the case of middle linebacker 
Jack Reynolds was still up in 
the air. A seven-year pro who 
called defensive signals last 
year. Reynolds drew Rosen- 
bloom’s ire when he testifed in 
U.S. District Court during the 
off-season that Rosenbloom had 
tampered with other clubs in 
violation of the new collective 
bargaining agreement. 


Reynolds signed a contract 
with Los Angeles but Rosen­ 
bloom then sent him to Tampa 
Bay for the Bucs’ No. 1 draft 
pick, m eaning the R am s 
probably would have had the 
first pick in the 1978 NFL draft. 
After Reynolds refused to 
report, 
NFL Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle voided the trade 
because of “ illegal language” 
found in Reynolds’ four-year, 
$500,000 contract.

At this point North revalues 
his hand South was clearly 
thinking of seven when he bid 
five notrump. Could there be a 
trump loser? How about 
another loser’’ 
South could not know that 
North held four sure and five 
very probable club tricks so 
North bids the grand slam 
which makes easily in spite of 
the bad club break 


Several readers have asked 
us if it is proper to show your 
hand and claim after trumps 
are drawn and the rest of your 
cards are good. 
The answer is that it is 
perfectly proper, but you had 
brat be sure of your claim, 
because there are various 
possible restrictions on future 
play In general. It is better 
just to play the hand out 
quickly and save possible

Career of the Rev. Clennon King 


DETROIT (NEA) - There is no better 
m easure of the changing political 
climate in the country than the fact that 
the nation's governors have gathered 
for their 1977 summer meeting. 


In other years, summer sessions of the 
N ational G overnors 
C o n f e r e n c e h a v e 
tended to be frolic­ 
some affairs, long on 
booze and short on 
business 
They have been 
staged, for the most 
p art, in cities and 
reso rt com m unities 
that offered a max­ 
imum of distracting 
p l e a s u r e s 
a n d 
a 
minimum of depress­ 
ing 
r e a l - w o r l d 
problems 
These days, however, politicians — in­ 
cluding the governors — are touchy 
about their image They yearn to be seen 
as sober statesmen 
not freeloading 
playboys. 
There is nothing remotely frivolous 
about D etroit, which has becom e, 
however, unwillingly, the symbol of the 
nation s urban crisis. Every problem 
plaguing the great cities of America is 
evident here in stunning magnitude: 
crime, unemployment, racial tension, 
housing decay, declining schools, an 
eroding tax base — you nam e it. 
Detroit's got it. 
But Detroit has something else, as 
well It has a black Democratic mayor 
and a white Republican governor who 
are working together to revive the city. 
It has federal funds to assist the salvage 
operation It has a commitment from the 
moguls of the auto industry, most 
notably Henry Ford II, to stay in the city 
and fight for its survival 
Detroit, in other words, has hope And 
the physical symbol of that hope is the 
gleam ing new R enaissance C enter 
where the governors have assembled 
Four office towers and a luxurious hotel, 
the first phase of the mammoth develop­ 
ment have been built at a cost of some 


$336 million - all of it privately 
financed 
“Ren Cen," rising at the very site on 
the banks of the Detroit River where the 
French general Cadillac founded the city 
in 1701. is a concrete affirmation of 
Detroit's faith in the future. 
The governors, however, are not stay­ 
ing cooped up in the comfortable con­ 
fines of Ren Cen In a break with their 
normal pattern, they are venturing forth 
into the real Detroit for a first-hand look 
at showcases of “state and community 
revitalization 
— the theme of this con­ 
ference. 
They are visiting a police station for a 
look at an innovative criminal rehabilita­ 
tion program ■. a Chrysler plant to discuss 
how state tax laws can contribute to ex­ 
panded employment opportunities: 
a 
medical center to review cost controls 
for health facilities; General Motors 
headquarters for a look at transportation 
svstems of the future; and a Belle Isle 
water pollution control project. 
When they are not dashing from one 
end of Detroit to the other, the governors 
are talking welfare reform with HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr., 
econom ic developm ent with HUD 
Secretary Patricia Roberts Harris, and 
state-federal relations with Cabinet 
secretary Jack H. Watson Jr. 
“We've never had so many feds at one 
of these summer meetings, one veteran 
of past governors' conference observed. 
“Those guys are really sticking to 
business this year. " 
It isn’t all grindstone and grimness, of 
course There are receptions and din­ 
ners. an auto plant tour and a picnic 
lunch And oh. yes. a gift for each gover­ 
nor: a $40 porcelain sculpture of a 
Kirtland warbler. 
Still it is a very different atmosphere 
from the fun and games of yesteryear in 
Puerto Rico and New Orleans, Lake 
Tahoe and the Lake of the Ozarks. 
meetings where “water pollution most 
often referred to the strength of the 
drinks and “ crim e control“ meant 
beating the one-armed bandits. The 
National 
Governors Conference, it 
seems, has gone straight.

WASHINGTON — Am erica has 
produced few Don Quixotes more curious 
than the R ev. Clennon K ing, a 
gallivanting black knight, whose clank­ 
ing crusades have led him into a host of 
misadventures. 
His most celebrated sally was an at­ 
tempt to join Jimmy Carter’s segregated 
B a p tist church in 
P lains. Ga. 
This 
turned out to be 
another tilt with the 
windmills. 
But King 
later pressed on to 
Hawaii for another 
joust with Carter's 
em b a ttled form er 
minister. 
Next, the rambling 
reverend turned up in 
Washington where, for 
a moment of triumph, 
he attended Carter's 
new church 
The last published account 
had him lecturing the assem bled 
S ou th ern C h ristia n L ea d ersh ip 
Conference, which the revered Rev. 
Martin Luthern King Jr., led to glory 
The two Reverend Kings, it should be ad­ 
ded, were not related. 
Clennon King’s public capers have 
given him a cloudy image. He is looked 
upon by some as a rabble-rouser, by 
others as a civil rights symbol. It might 
be useful, therefore, to clear away the 
mist. 
It took us more than two weeks, scat­ 
tering messages across the country, to 
reach King. The phone at his Divine Mis­ 
sion Church in Albany, Ga., has been dis­ 
connected. Messages sometimes can be 
relayed to him through his neighbors, 
usually children, who answer the pay 
phone at the service station next door. 
But such messages often bring no results 
because, one of his friends told us, King 
is dodging bill collectors. 
Even this tenuous link with the world 
may soon disappear. Our associate Jim 
Grady finally got the elusive reverend to 
answer the telephone at the Albany 
Journal, a weekly newspaper, which 
employs him as a part-time columnist 
and circulation assistant. King sadly in­ 
formed us that his major concerns these 
days are financial; indeed, he said, his 
landlord had ordered his mission out of 
the building. 
He assumes he will find the money to 
get by. He paid for his recent Hawaiian 
foray by writing checks on his “hopeful’ 
account — an account he hopes people 
will put money in, because he has none to 
support it. 
The bankrupt but undaunted knight 
comes from a prominent black Georgia 
fam ily. 
He began offending his 
fellowmen as a young history teacher at 
Mississippi’s all-black Alcorn College 
He wrote a series of articles for a Missis­ 
sippi newspaper offering a hazy brand of 
laissez-faire, vaguely segretationist at­ 
titudes towards 
A m erica’s racial 
problems. This infuriated Alcorn’s black 
student body which brought enough pres­ 
sure to get him fired. 


Unrepentant, King took an even 
stronger stand in a series of articles for 
right-w ing 
publications like the 
American Mercury 
White racists ec­ 
statically embraced this reasoned black 
man who preached a sophisticated form 
of segregation, suggested subtly that the 
integration movement was communist- 
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tainted and charged that-the National As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People “fights freedom.’’ 
After leaving Alcorn, King decided to 
further his own education. Never one to 
take an easy road, he picked the 
segregated University of Mississippi. 
This assault upon the windmills earned 
him a brief matriculation at the state in­ 
sane asylum, courtesy of Mississippi of­ 
ficials who employed a tactic the Soviet 
KGB uses against dissidents. 
King then began what he calls “the 
craziest part of my life ... I became 
depersonalized, a dead man.“ He took 
off for California where his dreams con­ 
tinued to burst like soap bubbles. 
In 
November of 1959, according to San 
Diego Superior Court records, King took 
his wife of eight years and their six 
children to Rosarita Beach, Mexico, 
where he up and deserted them. King 
claims the separation was a mix-up. 
caused by his efforts to claim political 
asylum in Mexico. 
Mrs King went on welfare to feed her 
family, and the authorities issued a 
warrant for the errant knight. His prison 
rap sheet shows King had several 
brushes with the law before he was ap­ 
prehended by the California authorities 
in 1966. 
He was charged with resisting arrest 
in Jackson, Miss., abandonment in Wood­ 
bine. Ga., and vagrancy in New Orleans. 
In Honolulu, he ran afoul of the law in 
three separate incidents — interfering 
with the people, contempt of court and 
malicious injury. 
In 1960, while he was still on the lam 
from the California police, the fugitive 
ran for president. He made the ballot in 
Alabama 
A state official confirmed 


that King received about 2,000 votes, 
placing far behind the victorious John F. 
Kennedy. 
Accounting for the time between his 
presidential campaign and prison convic­ 
tion. King explained that he went to 
Africa and taught school. 
He had two 
turbulent trials before he was sent to a 
California prison on desertion charges. 
At times, he had to be handcuffed and 
gagged. He exasperated his defense at­ 
torney 
Then surprisingly, he pleaded 
guilty. 
The reverend was not a model 
prisoner. 
He bombarded officialdom 
with handwritten petitions and com­ 
plaints. 
He renounced his U.S. 
citizenship, the ministry and God. 
At one point, he changed his name to 
Lenin Lumumba Abdulah, not because 
he was enamored with the Muslim faith 
but. he said, because he thought these 
three names would annoy the establish­ 
ment in America. Africa and Asia. 
King didn't get out of prison until Feb. 
12, 1970. transforming from a rebellious 
convict to a dean of the now-defunct 
Saints College in Mississippi. In 1973, he 
was back in Albany, helping to dis­ 
tribute the Journal and writing “ser- 
monizers’’ for the paper. 
Some of his 
missives got the paper into libel suits, 
for Clennon King is never non- 
con troversial. 
Now the affable, loquacious King has 
reached another juncture in his 
checkered career. His financial status is 
bad even by his standards. But he plans 
to continue his crusades, with his goal 
now being “ open ch u rch es’’ for 
everyone. He explains that the God he 
serves now is “bigger than the one I 
renounced in prison.”

Mexican-U.S. troubles 


MEXICO CITY — It would be hard to 
think of a relationship more important 
and at the same time more troubled than 
that between the United States and Mex­ 
ico. Yet far too often the colossus to the 
north has taken Mexico for granted even 
when the influx of the Mexican illegals 
raises an im m ediate challenge to 
stability and good will. 
T od ay 
a 
new 
p olitical beginning 
holds out hope for a 
new start, looking 
toward 
a realistic 
friendship across the 
2,500-mile border. 
The new president in 
Washington, 
Jimmy 
Carter, and the new 
president in Mexico, 
Jose Lopez Portillo, 
a r*both determined to 
overcom e past dif­ 
ferences and to establish a working 
partnership. 
In his nine months in office Jose Lopez 
Portillo has taken steps to reassure in­ 
vestors, both domestic and foreign, that 
development through private capital is 
vital for Mexico’s growth. He has 
formed the alliance for production to 
spur this development. The dialogue 
between the private and the public sector 
has been renewed after a long interval 
when the two sides were hardly on speak­ 
ing terms. 
In the last years of the six-year tenure 
of his predecessor, Luis Echeverría 
Alvarez, the flight of capital had taken 
on alarming proportions. 
By one es­ 
timate $4 billion had gone, much of it to 
the United States for investment in real 
estate. 
There were wild tales of 
$250,000.000 in cash taken out in a suit­ 
case and the devaluation of the peso 
hardly contributed to a belief in the 
future of Mexico’s economy. 
Capital has begun to flow back 
although it is still only a dribble. Lopez 
Portillo has introduced a series of 
reforms and he is pressing hard to hold 
down government expenses, which had 
gone through the roof under Echeverría. 
Mexico’s external debt, much of it to 
private U.S. banks, is $40 billion, one of 
the largest of any nation. 
But the most important contribution 
the new president has made is con­ 
fidence. He has worked tirelessly to try 
to bring together the conflicting ele­ 
ments in Mexico’s pluralistic economy. 
This is far from easy with all the 


economic indicators close to the bottom. 
When 
Lopez 
P o r t i l l o was in 
Washington in January he is said to have 
told President Carter that this is a last 
chance. If the economy cannot be turned 
around in the first two years of his six- 
year tenure the probability is for 
widespread violence followed by ex­ 
treme repression. 
Lopez Portillo does not disguise the 
seriousness of the situation he faces. 
Unemployment and underemployment is 
perhaps 49 per cent, according to outside 
sources. 
Peasant farmers scratch a 
bare existence from marginal lands 
While the trade unions have long been 
a part of the establishment, the pyramid 
of the one-party system with the In­ 
stitutional Revolutionary Party of 
Independence at the top, there was deep 
unrest when the president imposed a 10 
per cent lid on wage increases. 
His announcement in the course of his 
State of the Union message that this 
restraint would be removed drew one of 
the loudest and longest ovations of the 
four-hour speech. But this adds to the 
threat of inflation, which has been runn­ 
ing at the rate of 25 per cent or 30 per 
cent. For Latin America, that is a low 
figure although for Mexicans it has 
meant a steady rise in the price of neces­ 
sities. 
The ace-in-the-hole is the huge 
reserves of oil and gas that have been 
developed in the last five years. Mexico 
now has proven reserves of 14 million 
barrels, which is equivalent to the level 
in Indonesia and only slightly below that 
of V e n e z u e la ’s 
17 m illion. But 
significantly, the proven 
reserves in 
Mexico cover only 20 per cent of the 
potential area of gas and oil. 
A pipeline is to be built from the gas 
fields to serve American consumers in 
the West. The $800 million cost is to be 
partly defrayed by liens from the export- 
import bank. Completed in 1979, it will 
be slightly longer than the oil pipeline 
from the north Alaska slope. As for oil, 
the Mexican fields reached a million 
barrels daily, of which one-sixth was ex­ 
ported 
For all the hopeful signs, the popula­ 
tion explosion continues with little abate­ 
ment. The population increase may have 
dropped slightly below 3.5 per cent a 
year, perhaps the largest in the world, 
and Lopez Portillo is pushing a program 
for “ responsible parenthood.” 
But 
whatever the curb, it means the present 
population of 65,000,000 will double by the 
end of the century.

source procurement is frowned on in

The i n c r e a s e in tax paid by 
TelePrompTer to the city is a red herr­ 
ing to provide justification for a raise — 
and it won’t be just the amount of the 
tax Corporations do not pay taxes, they 
collect taxes from their customers to 
pass on to the city (or whatever level of 
government is involved). 
We’ve been 
paying the two per cent, we will pay the 
three per cent and more. The only real 
justification for a tax on our tv is to use 
the accrued monies to police the system 
and ensure corrective action as neces­ 
sary. Such monies should not be placed 
in the General Fund but in a Tv Improve­ 
ment Account. If the manager and coun­ 
cil can justify increased expenditure 
from the General Fund, they should have 
guts enough to lay an open tax on their 
constituents, not hide such an increase 
under the guise of taxing a giant corpora­ 
tion 


Although at present I feel that there is 
very little the council’s constituency can 
do, if sufficient voices are raised pos­ 
sibly this tax money can be diverted into 
a fund to monitor and improve the mis­ 
erable product now presented on our tv.

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Moving reptiles special problem 


ST LOUIS (U P I) - A 300- 
pound crocodile, a pregnant 
python and a 12-foot King Cobra 
are a few of the larger 
problems involved in moving 
day for Ron Goellner. curator 
of the St. Louis Zoo’s Reptile 
House. 
The reptile house is home to 
one of the largest reptile collec­ 
tions in the nation. The 500 in­ 
habitants are being moved this 
week to new accomodations so 
renovations of the 50-year-old 
building can be made during the 
winter. 
The move could solve a 
mystery surrounding the zoo's 
slender-nosed crocodile 
“ He happens to be the oldest 


zoo resident,” Goellner said of 
the huge crocodile. ‘‘He’s been 
here since 1933.” 
“ We call him a he, but we’ll 
find out for sure when we move 
him.” Goellner added. 
Goellner plans to lower a 
crate into the pool, persuade 
the crocodile to crawl inside, 
then haul him out. 
“ Moves like that constitute 
the most work just because of 
the size of the animal.” he said 
At one point, Goellner paused 
before a display housing a 
bloated snake identified as a 
Ball Python 
“ That’s the oldest snake in 
the building." he said. “ She’s 
way past due to lay eggs and 


keeps getting heavier. She’s 
been here since '46; that must 
be the oldest individual on 
record to produce viable 
young.” 
Goellner says moving the 
King Cobra to new quarters in a 
basement of an adjacent 
building at the zoo should be 
less of a problem 
“ He’s pretty easy going as 
far as King Cobras go,” 
Goellner said. “ What we do 
when we clean his cage is just 
open a little door to a side 
room, and he crawls back in 
We'll just do the same thing but 
have a box or something there 
that he'll crawl into. 
“ We don't manhandle any of 


the venomous snakes — that is, 
pin them down and pick them 
up It’s dangerous to the in­ 
dividual picking them up and 
possibly harmful to the snake 
We just use a stick with a hook, 
balance them on the end and 
slip them into a trash can." 
Because of the hardy nature 
of reptiles. Goellner said there 
will be no danger in confining 
them to smaller cages. He said 
cages are being built to house 
some of the larger specimens, 
such as the monitor lizard from 
New Guinea 
“ Stretched out. he's probably 
close to 9 or 10 feet. Of course 
two-thirds of that is tail.” 
Goellner said of the lizard.

Somewhere outside of Yellow­ 
stone National Park, Steinke 
went to the diner car to eat. 
Here he discovered he had lost 
his wallet. 
Recently on Vandenberg 
AFB. the Omar Spencer family 
contracted to tear down an old 
army barracks. When the west 
wall of the barracks fell down, 
13-year-old Monica Spencer 
found a wallet. Excited at her 
new found treasure, Monica 
showed it to her parents. 
With her parents on hand, 
Monica carefully opened the 
wallet and took out its contents. 
In the wallet she found a Red 
Cross membership card, a tem­ 
porary driver’s permit issued in 
Ann Arbor. Mich , a picture of a 
man. a woman, another picture 
of the woman with two other 
ladies, five tattered pieces of 
paper with addresses on them 
and a very touching love letter. 
The name on the driver’s per­ 
mit was Roland H. Steinke. 
The pictures were of him, his 
wife and two friends. Reading 
the letter in the wallet helped 
Mrs. Rita Spencer decide to try 
and find Roland H Steinke. 
“ The letter was filled with 
warmth, love and simplicity,” 
stated Mrs. Spencer. 
Mrs. Spencer started her 
search by calling the Ann Arbor 
information operator to obtain 
Steinke’s telephone number. 
She realized that 33 years had 
passed and he might not be there. 
Mrs Spencer still gave it a try. 
Good fortune was with her as 
the operator found the number 
in a few seconds. After getting 
the number, she dialed it. The 
phone rang a few times before 
the voice of an elderly man 
answered it. 
Mrs. Spencer 
could hardly believe that she 


had gotten in touch with Roland 
Steinke, who now is 69 years 
old. 
The excitement of it all 
engulfed them both as she 
began explaining how she had 
come to be in possession of his 
wallet. 
Steinke was overcome with 
emotion. 
As Mrs. Spencer 
retold the entire story to him, 
he cried. He could not believe 
that after all of these years 
someone had found his wallet 
and that person was now calling 
to return it. 
Steinke related the story to 
M rs. 
Spencer 
that 
he 
remembered losing his wallet 
somewhere outside of Yellow­ 
stone National Park in 1944 on 
his way to Camp Cooke. 
He 
went on to say how he and his 
w ife 
had 
managed 
to 
repurchase their present home 
after moving away from it for 
awhile, explaining why their ad­ 
dress was still the same as that 
in the wallet. 
Steinke continued his story, 
recalling that in the same year 
he had lost his wallet, his wife 
had a problem with her eyes. 
The problem turned out to be 
multiple sclerosis. Two years 


ago, Mrs. Steinke suffered a 
stroke and has since been con­ 
fined to a wheelchair. Now, his 
full-time job is caring for his 
wife. 
Steinke and Mrs. Spencer, 
practically old friends by now, 
remained on the phone for ap­ 
proximately 25 minutes 
Steinke was so excited that 
Mrs. Spencer spent most of her 
time just listening to him. 


Mrs Spencer, proud of her 
family’s accomplishment, then 
got in touch with the base new­ 
spaper, the Mesa Missilier. 
The articulate Mrs. Spencer 
radiated a personal warmth as 
she related the story. 
She 
seemed to enjoy all of the happy 
things life has to offer. This is 
one of the reasons she made the 
effort to get the wallet back to 
its owner. 


Another reason why she tried 
to contact Mr Steinke was. as 
she said. “ It was his letter. 
Most men read a letter from 
their wife and file it away in a 
suitcase, drawer or someplace, 
but Steinke carried his around 
with him 
That was very im­ 
portant to me.”

DEAR ANNE B. — One authority suggests placing the 
stains face down on paper towels and then applying a 
dry cleaning solvent to hack side of stain, brushing from 
the center to the outer edges with a clean white cloth.

I have had good luck removing lipstick stains (greasy) 
from pillowcases by rubbing petroleum jelly Into stains 
and then applying liquid detergent.
